Our Kuropeao cxcbaDgts receivad by lasi 
nail teem nilb iotereeting topics, promlncDi 
among^vbioh is the exit of the bid Mloisiry 
andNbe entree of the new. On July 6tb, 
tha Qaeeo held a Council at Windnor OoBile, 
at whioli Lord Ruasoll uad his competrs ai- 
tended and resigned tlieir eaals and badged ol 
office. At onolher Council, tield by Her 
MojeBly on tbo sumo day, ibe Earl ol Derb> 
and the low Minisiers were introduced, re- 
ceived tbeir eeals of office, and kissed bande 
on appointment. The Queen, who oppearp 
to bo gradaally emerging from the seclusion 
of widowhood, in the evening enieriuined 
their Majesties the Kin^ and (iiieeii of the 
Belgiana, with u largo und diatingiiisbod 
oompaiy to dinner, alter which a grand con- 
cert was Kiven in St. Georges Hall, at which 
Tieljens, Parcpa, Herr Gunz, Saotley, Emsi, 
and other artisteB were engaged. Oo the 
9ib, Lord Derby made hia Ministerial state- 
ment in the House of Lords. The Huuse 
was QDasually thronged, and among the dis- 
tingosbed personages who occupied eeuts oo 
the benclica were Hia lloyul Highness the 
Prince ol Wales, supported by the Duke o) 
Edinburgh and ibo Duko of Cambridge. 
Tbo veteran Lord Brougham retained bis 
place on the opposition side of tho Hou^e 
near the woolsack; while immediately oppo- 
site, lost amid the lawn sleeves and fljwing 
robes of the Biahops, sat Lord Wensleydale 
in a white hat — an article by no means caN 
oulated to add to iho dignity of llie Episco- 
pal Bench. The gallery was filled wiih 
Peeresses, and amony Ibo fair and ilhiRlriou^ 
visitors who graced this part of the lluusci 
was the Princess of VValen, who took a inaui 
fest iotereat to the proceedings of the even" 
log, listeDlng most attentively to the speeches 
of the Earl of Derby and Lord Russell. 
The noble Earl's speech occupies four col- 
umns and a half ol the London 'Jiinc.'<. 
After an explanation of hia position and tbo 
difiieulliea that besot him in bis efl'orla to 
form a Ministry, hs alludes to the foreign 
policy of the Government, and emphatically 
disavowiog the assertion that a Conservative 
Oovernmeot was neceBsarily a warlike Qov- 
eromeDt, annonnced that bis eaxDest desire 
was that tbe-Foreign Office sboold contribate 
to the preservation of the peace of the conn' 
tryand ol tbe world, and ihut the peographi 
cal position of the country rendered non 
intervention tbe true policy in foreign 
aflaira. Fussing Irouj the European struggle 
to American uQnira, a tribute is paid to 
Preiiideot Johosoo's policy and tbe vigoroos 
measures adopted by the U. S. Government 
to suppress tbe Feoian raid are acknow« 
]edged with the utmost gratitude ; tbe Ca- 
nadians are highly eulogised for tbeir luyalij 
and delermiuutioii to maiutaia tbo Uuvern- 
ment to wbich they belong, and the hope is 
eiprcssed that the spontaoeoua ebullition 
of feeling and unanimity which prevailed 
tbroagbout the Provinces may be tbe means 
ot lurtheriog the scheme of Confederaliun 
of Biitisb North America ander a system of 
the freest possible government, while at the 
same time muiniaioing an uubrokeo alle- 
giance to tbe Crown. The uoble Preriiier 
then adverts to tho domesiic policy of ibe 
new government, declaring, in the first 
placo, ' that tie held liiinseK and hia coK 
leagues entirely free and unpledged upon 
the great and liilTicult question of parlia- 
mentary rtform." fie bad never been 
adverse to tbe principle of parliameoiar) 
reform, btit be bore in mind the tiatemum ui 
his noble predecessor that no imuiater should 
bring in a measure of rofurni iinle.ss l,a bad 
just ground for believing that he would be 
able to carry it tbrouuli I'arliaixieiit. He 
■was alraid that that chiss ol the euiiiiiiutji y 
most clamorous lor the pas.-^mg of a lielbim 
Bill would not bo satisfied with any measure 
that ooald be ooooorred in by the two great 
leading parties in tbe coantry, and be leurcd 
that any measure of a moderate character 
would not Blup agitation, but be made tbo 
atepping-stono for liirtlier demands. Hia 
Lotdahip proceeded—" ] guard inyaoil 
agauiBt liny suppositiun wbatcver thai tbe 
present Guvernnieiit will or will not in a 
future session bring forward a lieforrn Bill. 
But 1 must he perinitted to say that, unless 
there is a fair prospect of pasaiog a Ilolurm 
Bill, it is tbe greatest disadvantage that 
session after session should bo wasted by 
constaat contests over a bill whiuh only 
leads to the same barren results." A new 
and good bankruptcy bill and ii new pour 
law are promised to bu inlrodnecd, but 
these were only specific pledges given, ilia 
Lordebip, niter an allusion to Ireland and 
Feoianism, concluded by exproBsing on 
earnest desire to conciliate all parties and 
to obtain the fair and generous support of the 
Ldberal party in pnrsuing a couree oonsist- 
ent with steady progress, the strengthening 
of Ibe inetitutioos of tbo country, and con- 
ferring on its people the grealcat aiiioiinl ol 
bappineBS and proupeiity.

Somervillo preachi d 
oloqueot and impressive sermons, chooaing

ll v.; " Watchmao; what of tbe nigbt 7" 
At tho conclusion of each service tbe minis- 
tor read a statement espreasing his regret at 
tho causes that had led to his aeveranco from 
the church where he bad lately ministered, 
and slating the reasons that had prompted 
bim to adopt such a course. 

At tbo First Preabyterian Church, morning 
service was conducted by tbe Bev. Mr. Duff, 
who took bis text from St. John, iv. o., 37 
V. : " One sowetb and another reapeth," and 
tbe evening service by the Rev, Mr. Jame- 
son, whose text waa taken from Pbilippians, 
1 c, 27 V. : Only let your conversation be as 
beoometh the Gospel of Christ," a fair con- 
gregation being present oo both occasions. 
The reverend gentlemen explained their po- 
sition in the following statement 

Dbar Brethren : We take this first oppor 
luoily of e.\presuiog our ayinpathy with you 
■IS a consregation, in tbe the circumstances 
in whieb you are now placed. We hiivt- 
cheerfully eomplied with tbe request of your 
Committee to give you our advice, and what- 
ever assiaiap.oo may be in our power, ll is 
our deliberate conviction that Mr Somorville 
has acted most irregularly in the manner iu 
which be has left this coni^regation. There 
U no Btraigbiforward resignation in any 
>ease, mncb less a resignation in accordance 
with liie constitution of nur Church. In an 
interview which wo have had with Mr Sora- 
(>rvillc, ho uehnu.vledged that the Colonial 
Conimitlec, to whom be is responsible, had 
not yet received or sanctioned his resigna- 
M'ln, but that "be i.s determined to run all 
naks " In theso cireumstunees, then, lliori- 
IS plainly a desertion ol bis pastoral cha ge, 
the duties of wbich be undertook In tbe most 
soloma manner possible. Not only so, but 
there is a betrayal of the truat reposed in bim 
when he iiccepled your call to be your min- 
i.-ter. He then plodgod himnolf to carry on 
the work of a congregati a, embracing all 
•eetions of our church from every quarter. 
Mr Sonierviile has now broken tliat pledge. 
Iiy seeking to have a cougregaliun in connuc- 
iHin with one particular seeiioo nnd country ; 
and that, too, before he is properly released 
Irom this charge, ot baa obtained ibe saootioo 
of any church lo organize a mission station 
10 opposition to Ibis ooogregatlon. Wu proi 
nounoe no opioloD upon tbe merits of past 
diQereooes and difficulties io this congregntion 
^ince Mr Somervilla's arrival. Wo .simply 
lefer to Iho ao-callcd resignation, and to the 
commencement ot a sectional mission slalion, 
ol which Mr .Somervillo ia the yet uiircong 
nized, and llieretoro irresponsible and volun- 
tary minister. 

We believe that no real friend o( our 
church ought to countenance tbiaaecond eH'orl 
of the Eame parlies to divide ns, and binder 
oar work in these Colonies. You are aware 
that a congregation of tbe same name, ami in 
the same connection aa tbo now inission 
slalion, waa coniineoced in this oily about 
ivvo ytmr.H ago, but -was soon and wisely 
ulviMi up by tlie llav. Mr Nimino ; though ni 
llial tiiiio It was organized in a regular eon- 
.siiluiiomil way, and whun the population wa.4 
larger, and the prospects ol tha placo much 
more lavorablo. 

It will be very etrango, indosd, and quite 
unprooedeoled, if the Colok.ial Cninmiitee 
Nunollon the proceedings which have taken 
place in soch an illadvlsed manner ; es- 
pecially when they receive the oom<nuaica- 
lions which have been sent to them yestor 
day.

In my last communication I stopped at 
the first flat above the canon. From thi.i 
point down to the town, a distance of ij.; 
miles, tbo creek is all more or less a canoii 
ruoniog between hlRb rugged mountains 
with sharp peaks and Bleep slopes, 

At a little distance from the oanon, going 
up, the country is open, bills with gentle 
Hh.pos having tiiken the place of the rugged 
injuntains, the creek Hoinewlial resembling 
William Creek above .Mink gulch. 

Tbe lirst company we incut on our way 
up from the oanon is composed ol two men 
wliij aro taking out good pay by sluicing on 
the high luilgo. Some eight or ten days ago, 
they picked up a nugget weighing 825 

The next abovo is tbe Dutch Co., (lortner- 
ly Abboi'iij, I ley are averaging $5 per day 
to tho hand, by working on the high rock. 
I'Vum thia company up, a distance of 12 or 1:") 
liundiod lei't, the ground is unoccupied, the 
bed rock being liigli on the bed of the creek. 
Tho channel is Huppusud to be on tho east 
blink side ol Ibo present atreain, and bus 
most likely been fillod u() by a slide. Owing 
to the shape of tho country, slides must have 
been of Irequeiit occurrence previous to the 
period of vegetation. Casting your eye at 
this point towards tbe western bank you ore 
pleased to sea tbe shpe, covered all over 
wittt verdure and most beautilul flowera 
which never received any nursing but from 
the baiiii of nature liorsoK. 

Tho no.vt company is Southern McDonald, 
6 men, making IroniSlO to S12 a day to 
the hiind on a lop streak of gravel in the clay, 
which is lour feet thick, Soulhorn .McDon- 
ald ia the very samo individual who issuppos 
ed, by many (Jarioooltes, to have been mur- 
dered seme three years ago by savage lodi- 
BDR, on the Bute Inlet roato. Tbe first time 
I lell in with biiu hire, I took bim lo bo a 
ghost. 

Tho next Company above ia tho Old .Jef- 
frey Co, 2 men, averaging S12 a day each, 
on the to[) dirt. 

At thia point aro located Mr Babbit's 
store, a pie and colleo aaloon and a spruico 
beer cstabliHluiii.'iit. 

Tho next company is the Big Bend Co, 5 
men. They have been averaging 818 per 



olotbing store, Government Blroct has a Bloro 
hero. 

Tbe next oompany, is tbe Welch co'y, 4 
men,;averBging about 810 a day to the:haod, 
on the' upper stratam. Here' Is a Dutchman 
keeping store, 

'I ho next company ia Potor Winnick'a, 3 
men working, avernging per day to the 
hand, in the top gravel. 

On tho west hunk aide of tho creek is the 
Fenian co'y running alongside of the Win- 
nick. They have sunk a shaft 35 feet deep 
but have been unable to teach tho bed rook, 
being drowned out with water. They ate 
now ruuning a very c.xpenaivo tail race, pre- 
vious to teauming einkiug. In tbia company 
is Sneddon, formerly of tbe now famous tun^ 
nel of that name on Grouse creek. 

Above tho Winnick on tbe bed of the 
creek are tbrco companies of twomon each, 
making trom $1 to per day, to tha hand, 
on the top dirl. 

Tho next company ia the Fort Yalo co'y 
(formerly known as the Wheolbury). They 
have sunk a abaft 50 foot deep, and have 
tailed to reach the bed rock, being impeded 
by water. Thoy ore just now finishing a 
largo wheel which ere long will bo set in i 
mcitloo, when they will bo able to resume j 
sinking. They have received as a present a 
belt from tho miners on the flat and as many 
nails as they word in need of from the Hudson 
Bay Company os a token of eatccm lor tho 
pluclc displayed by them. All the hopes on 
the upper part of the creek aeem lo rest on 
the prospect ol this company. We may say 
with truth that this company io sinking down 
to the bed rock, ia proBjiecting for all other 
companies on the upper Mala. 

For a qoarier of a mile above tho Fort 
Yale co'y there is no one working. A 
moanlain slide is supposed to cover tho 
original obatiael. 

The next company above is composed ol 
two men, o representative of Africa and a 
hardy son cf the lOnierald Isle. A little way 
above are two Ccrnijhmcn. 

The next coiniiany \s composed of two 
colored men ami a while one. 

The last three mentioned companies make 
juat enough lo keap from starving, but barely 
enough to livoou. 

Just ahovo ate two more companies, 2 men 
crcb. They are mnkiDg enough to buy 
bread and meat, but nothing more. 

The next above is tbo Thompson co'y, 3 
men, who have been averaging wages daring 
tho whole Bcason. 

Tho next, ia Sam O'Neil, 2 men, making 
grub. 

Io the no.\t company aro 3 men who ore 
doing well. Thoy aro reported to have dag 
out 81,000 in tbrco weeks. It may be so, 
but 1 have not seen it. 

Just above ore tfo Oornisbmen making 
from lip to mouth. From the Dutch co'y, lo 
this point all tha companies are working and 
doing more or less on an upper stratum, ex- 
cept tho Feninn and Port Yale companies. 

The next human being above is I'uker 
George, crcvieinL'. 

Higher up aro two men doing their beat to 
keep lliemselvcs from siarviog, Viy working 
on tbo bed rock. 

Tho next company above ia composed of 
two Italians who ore reported to be doing 
exceedingly well on tbe bed rock and are 
said to have taken out aa high as $5C0 io one 
washing. Let us sot them down, for tbe sake 
of truth, aa making gruh. 

Next and lust are lour men working, di- 
vided into Iwn cornpanira of two men eaeh, 
what thoy mul'e no one knows, aa they keep 
iheir buainoi^^s to theinsolvog. From the town 
to tbia place we have travelled lour milen 
over a most rugged country; from the low 
Hat to tho canon, for a distance of miles, 
no gold of any consequence is waahod up. 
Prom tbe head ol tho oanon to Poker 
George considerable gold is takeo out of the 
upper stratum. From Poker George up to 
the hiat company, people, as a general thing, 
lake more or leas gold, making grub on the 
average by working on tbo bed rock. From 
Poker George up the hid rock ia bare, a lew 
patcbes of gravel being met hero and there 
in which tho precious metal ia found. Tho 
country up here snema to be deslituto oi 
trees. But, grass and flowers of every hue 
and descripiion odoin the slopes of tha hills. 
Standing at this point the scene ia ono of 
piotnresquo grandeur, imprcasing tho be- 
holder witba vivio idea of a Supreme Archi- 
tect and awing him with reverence and ado 
miration for hia creative powers. . 

I forgot to mention that the gold washed ' 
out beiow tho canon ia very bright, wlulsi 
above tho oanon it is ol a blackish brown 1 
hue. This Is, owing to tbe oxide of iron wi b 
which tbe gravel is impregnated above the 
canon.

Contains 3 stores, 1 butcher shop, 2 black- 
smiths, 3 wliiskey-milla, a bakery and res- 
taurant, kept by .Mr Slenhouse, (of Victoria ) 
who has tbo best cunatruuted bouse on tbe 
Creek. 

PROal'ECTINO. 

From " Big Jack" who is just back from a 
prospecting lour at Adams Lake, 63 miles 
Irom .Seymour city, I gather tho lollowiiiy 
interesting inlolligeute. Ailaina I, ike is a 
most beaulilul sheet of waier, -10 inilea I jrg 
and trom 1 to 3 miles wide on an average ; 
it is located between tbo North fork of 
Thompson and Shuswap lake. 

"Big Jack," a man of powerful frame and 
aa aiout in heart as in linili, prrspected in 
company with live of hi.a Irii'iids ffoiii tho (Jih 
ol .liily till lately, on tlio crook, emptying into 
Adams lako, about I'i miles below iis lower 
end. On the siirliice, lliey sir.jek a stratum 
ol gravel ,S feet deep, which averages Iron. 
$2 50 10 S-1 per day, to the hand. Under- 
neath ibey fell ou a kiud of blue cemcot, io 
ovury pariicular, similar lo ibat found in Ibo 
Wilson claim above Richfield. With moat 
inappropriate means, they sank a shaft 30 
feet deep without striking tbe bed-rock, 
though Liniinpeded in Ihoir progress with a 
single drop of water. The cement is so 
solid that timburiii;^ was found oniieceaaary . 
From 10 fi.'et down Iliey lound all the way 
through plonty of (piiiriz with iiicu wushei) 
gravel, mixed wiih any amount of siilpbureta 
of iruD, and black sand io great proiuaion, 
and every indication of gold io paying 
quantities. 

RuDuing short of grub, nnd wanting the
